Vote of the Leglslatnre of Nebraska 
Closes Long Battle te Make Na* 
tioa Dry-Avteimat Bf« 
fecMie If INti 

Washington, January 17— Ratlficfi- 
tlon yesterday of the Federal consti- 
tutional prohibition amendment made 
the United SUtes the llrst great Pom'- 
er to take legislative action perma- 
nently to stop the liquor traffic. 

Nebraska's vote gave the necessary 
afBrmatlve three fourths majority of 
the states to make effective tlie 
amendment submitted by Congress In 
December, 1917. 

It was followed by similar action tn 
the Legislature's of Missouri and Wy- 
oming, marking 38 states in all which 
have approved a "dry" America. 

Affirmative action by certain ot the 
10 SUtes Legislatures yet to act is 
predicted by prohibition advocates. 

Under the terms ot the amendment 
the manufacture, sale and Importation 
of Intoxicating liquors must cease one 
year after ratification, but prohibition 
will be a fact In everx. state much 
earlier because of the war measure 
forbidding the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic beverages after Juno 30 
nntll the demobilization of the mili- 
tary forces Is completed. 

Under the war-time measure ex- 
portation ot liquor is permitted, but 
the great stocks held in bonded ware- 
houses will have to be disposed of be- 
fore the Federal amendment becomes 
effective. ' 

Discussion as to whether the new 
amendment becomes a part of the con- 
stitution, now that S6 states have rati- 
fied it, or whether it becomes a part of 
the basic law only when each state 
has certified its action to the Secre- 
tary of State, led yesterday to a 
search for precedent, which showed 
that the only two amendments ratified 
In the last halt century, providing for 
Income taxes and- direct election of 
Senators, were considered effective 
Immediately the thirty-sixth state had 
taken afiirmatlve action. 

Senator Morris 4^hs3>pafd> author of 
the prohibition amendment, held that- 
natlonahprohlbition becomes a perma- 
nent fact January 16, 1920. 

Only 14 of the states have certified 
their action to the State Department. 
The vote of the Mississippi Legisla- 
ture, the first to act,- has not been re 
celved.

ASSASSINATION OF 
UEIKNECHT B lE- 
PORTEDFROilBERUN 



Loader of the Spartacan Gronp and 
His Woman Are VBOtH 
JMpert Sayi. 

London, January 17-4Carl Ueb- 
knecht and Rosa Luxemburg, leaders 

of the Berlin Spartncans or Bolshs* , 
viki, have been killed, and official Ber- 
lin despatch announced today. 

The despatch added that the per- 
sons who committed the murders will 
be punished severely. Several arresti 
huve been made. ^ 

The Frankfurter Zoltung also offic- 
ially confirms the deaths, according to 
a despatch from Basle. 

The former waa shot by his escort, 
while t^g to escape, u he waa be- 
ing taken from Us kome to mUllkry 
headquarters. 

The woman was beaten into insensi- 
bility by a mob and then drowned In 
the Landwehr Canal. \ 

An earlier Berlin deapatoh, by way 
ot Amaterdam, said itebknecht ataw- 
bed a guard and made a break tor vd- 
erty while being taken to /allc 

The nuloniohllc In which the Spar- 
tacan leader was en route to jail 
broke down. The eeoort proceeded 
pn toot 

Llebkneoht stabbed one of the 
guarda with a knife he had concealed 
and ran. Soldiers In the escort fired 
at him. 

This despatch did not state whether 
Uebknecht had been killed. f 

A Zurich despatch says the Sparta- 
can revolution has been revived on a 
large scale in Berlin and several of 
the provinces, following the death of 
Uebknecht and Rosa Luxemburg. 

The government is expected to take 
violent measures in an eflbrt to sup- 
press the new disorders. 

Five new divisions ot government 
troops have arrived In Berlin and the 
city gives the Impression of being oc- 
cupied almost entirely by soldiers.

Mr. Bond has not confied to the public the amount of his own 
profit, but it is safe to say that the cross-rttada coimtry merchant 
of a few years ago is earning the equivalent of the salary of the high- 
er priced executive of the larger corporations. There is perhaps 
no corporMion executive in Kentucky with a salary equal to Bond's 
earnings for 1918.

The net result of Individual effic- 
iency or inefflclenoy la oonununlty ef- 
flolefi^' <« .iMflloianoy« aa the oaae 
may la UUo to aay that a oom- 

munity can be efficient if the IndWId- 
ualB of which It Is composed are In- 
efficient The community Is a natur- 
al and logical development of the so- 

~ total bUi^Bata of mankind, and^if un- 

^ impedad that development likely 
would oontlnne to a point where it 
met all the requirements of the indi- 
vidual composing the community. 
But the community Is n compll- 

.:oat4d institutip nand the interests of 
the indlTt4ual|' composing it often «]>• 
pear 'to oonlli^ Jiot only with one an* 
pther but with the interests ot the 
dommunity as a whole. To Illustrate: 
there are unquestionably lines of 
business that might be carried on 

- profitably in.anjr oommunity— that is, 
pfod^lily foii persona^ engaged-in 
them— and yet they may oe extreme- 
ly Injurious to the community In that 



they are opposed to the pnbllo 
fare. Many oommunitlaa tolerate th] 
existence of Institutions and infl 
ences of this character, either becauB< 
nobody reallaet their h^rmfulneae oi 
because nqbody ia willing to incur thi 
displeasure of even a amall mlnorli 
of his fellows by seeking to eliminate 
such Influences. 

^On the otker hand, it frequently 
happoia that a eommimity lacka facll- 
itlea and equipment indiepenaable to 

its proiter development, and yet no' 
steps are taken to provide such facili- 
ties. The same citizen who on his 
farm or in hie workshop would dis-
